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Dispensation of Grace stheorror 


This dispensation extends from _ the 
cross to the crown and from the descent 
of the Holy Ghost to the rapture. 
Thrown in between is the restoration of 
Israel and their return back to Palestine. 
This is also known as the church age. 
As I have already written a piece on 
these dispensations, I will not go into 
detail as to the scriptural evidence of the 
baptism, but will try to take up the 
thought of the obligation of the Church. 
The Church is composed of both Jew 
and Gentile, The purpose of God was not 
revealed in the Old Testament scriptures 
concerning the church age. 

Paul calls this age a mystery and said 
it was not made known unto the sons 
of men, Eph. 3:3-6, and adds that it was 
hid in God from the beginning of the 
world, Eph. 3:9. That the Gentiles were 
to be saved was no mystery, Rom. 9: 
24-30. The mystery was the fact of the 
purpose of God to unite the Jew and the 
Gentile in a wholly new thing—the 
Church, which is Christ’s body, 1 Cor. 
12:12, 31. 

In this dispensation we are under the 
Davidic covenant, the sign of which is 
a son—Jesus, and neither Jew nor Gen- 
tile is dealt with as such. God is not 
dealing with nations today, but with in- 
dividuals. The chief characteristic of this 
dispensation is that blindness in part is 
happened to Israel until the fullness of 
the Gentiles be come in, Rom. 11:25. 
God is calling out through the agency of 
the Holy Ghost, individuals from both 
Jew and Gentile, to form a new body, 
the Church, separate and distinct from 
both Jew and Gentile. This new body is 
not under law, but under grace, Rom. 6: 
14. The basis of judgment is our accept- 
ance of the Lord Jesus Christ as our per- 
sonal Savior. When Christ took His . seat 
on the Father’s throne, He changed it 
from a throne of judgment to a throne of 
grace and God’s attitude in this dispen- 
sation is one of favor, long-suffering to- 
ward wicked men and nations, 2 Peter 3: 
7. 

All the previous dispensations have 
ended in failure. The Edenic failed and 
culminated in the antideluvian flood. 
The period of human government failed 
at the tower of Babel in confusion. The 
law of promise closed with all the des- 
cendants of Abraham in bondage, conse- 
quently they had lost their promise, for- 
saken Canaan and gone into Egypt. The 
legal dispensation, which was law, cul- 
minated in the rejection of Christ and 
His crucifixion. This grace or church 
age has existed almost two thousand years 
and how it is to end is a_ subject of 
prophecy. The post-millennial view is 


that the enforcements of civil laws based 
on the Bible will finally put an end to 
intemperance, immorality, and such like 
and the world will become righteous by 
the enforcement of said laws, and Jesus 
will descend on the clouds of heaven and 
receive the kingdom to Himself. But this 
is a sad mistake. 

Christ Himself said when He came 
back He would not find faith on the 
earth, Luke 18:8, and Paul warned us 
that in the last day perilous times would 
come, 2 Tim. 3:1-5. Jesus told us that 
the closing days of this dispensation 
would be like the days before the flood. 
As the days of Noah were, so shall also 
the coming of the Son of man be. Fer 
as in the days that were before the flood, 
they were eating, drinking, marrying and 
giving in marriage. So also shall it be ia 
the days of the coming of the Son of 
man, Matt. 24:37, 39. 

If we will look into the Scriptures and 
see what those days before the flood 
meant and what they were doing, we will 
see that the days in which we live are 
much like them. The sons of God looked 
upon the daughters of men and married 
them wives otf their own choice, but the 
flood came and took them all away. So 
in our day, it is a day of divorce, remar- 
riage, a day of eating and drinking, and 
it certainly fills the description given in 
Matt. 24. The careful observer of the 
signs of the time will note that all these 
features of these days warn us that we 
are rapidly approaching the close of this 
dispensation. The world is filled today 
with seducing spirits, there is a rival of 
doctrines, 1 Tim, 4:1. 

The preaching of the coming of the 
Lord today is largely rejected, thus ful- 
filling the words of Peter, 2 Peter 3:3, 
4. I’m afraid that the Holy Ghost will 
soon cease striving with men as God did 
in the days before the flood, after He 
had given them warning through Noah, 
Gen. 6:3. 

A careful study of the Word will 
show us that this dispensation, like all 
that have preceded it, will end in apos- 
tasy. 

THE CHURCH 


Some are teaching today that this dis- 
pensation is a continuation of the old 
Jewish dispensation, but from the read- 
ing of the Scriptures, we see thar the 
Jews have been shunned to a side-track 
to clear the way for the passing of the 
Church; and while the overlapping of 
these periods is certainly now working, 
yet the Jews will not be fully reinstated 
in their homeland and in their temple 
worship until the Church has passed, or 


those who are ready go into the heavens 
with Jesus. 

The main object in this dispensation 
is to prepare a bride for the Son of God, 
and will be done by the Holy Ghost is 
He gathers the Church into a oneness. 
The mystery of the Church was first re- 
vealed to Paul. “For this cause I, Paul, 
the prisoner of Jesus Christ for you Gen- 
tiles, if ye have heard of “The Dispensa- 
tion of the Grace of God’ which is giv- 
en me to you-ward; how that by revela- 
tion He made known unto me. The mys- 
tery...which in other ages was not 
made known unto the sons of men, as it is 
now revealed unto His holy apostles and 
prophets by the Spirit; that the Gentiles 
shall be fellow heirs of the same body and 
partakers of His promise in Christ by the 
Gospel . . . . according to the eternal 
purpose which he purposes in Christ Je- 
sus our Lord,” Eph. 3:1-11. 

From this we see that the Church was 
unknown to the Old Testament patri- 
archs and prophets. That the Gentiles 
were to be saved is no mystery, Rom. 9: 
24-30. The mystery was that God was 
going to form an entirely new thing 
composed of Jew and Gentile, to be called 
the Church. The word “Church” comes 
from a Greek word “ecclesia,” which 
means a congregation of called-out ones. 
We have the first mention of the church 
in Matt. 16:17, 18. Jesus doctrinized the 
Church by telling the people in Matt. 
18:15-19 how to deal with an offended 
brother, and plainly tells them “if they 
neglect to hear thee then tell it to the 
church.” This certainly has reference to 
a body that has the right to execute laws 
and to put into force government. Acts 
of the Apostles, 15th chapter, gives an 
account of the first dispute, concerning 
circumcision, which was brought before 
James and those who seemed to be pillars 
at Jerusalem and finally submitted for 
the approval of the whole Church. This 
proves positively and beyond all shadow 
of a doubt that men can be dealt with 
by the Church and that its laws and 
rules were decided on and sent out from 
Headquarters, for the Word plainly tells 
us that these decrees were sent unto all 
the churches. There are many othe: 
scriptures that prove beyond a shadow 
of a doubt that men were to be dealt 
with. In Rom. 16:17, 18 we are plainly 
told to mark men who cause divisions 
and offences contrary to the doctrine 
which ye have learned. Here is a plain 
command to the Church at Rome to deal 
with such transgressions. In 1 Tim. 6:5 
we have another admonition from Paul 
to withdraw ourselves from. those who

Modernism 


2 Tim. 4:3. “The time will come when 
they will not endure sound doctrine.” 
It is true that no one has the right to 
revise the Holy Writ. They must either 
accept it or reject it. Those who accept 
the Bible have no promise of eternal litz 
without they live up to its teachings and 
precepts. Those who reject the Bible must 
believe thar it is God’s Word or it is 
not. The modernists are entirely out of 
harmony in their teaching. When they 
attempt to modernize and set aside the 
divine work of grace, wrought in the 
heart by the Holy Ghost through the 
shed blood of Jesus, they are doing vio- 
lence to the Scripture and have no right 
to teach and introduce to their congre- 
gations the thought of good morals and 
good society without accepting the work 
of grace in the heart. It is through the 
new birth that people become Christians 
and not by human effort. 


THE WRONG TEACHING 

It is stated from good authority that 
two-thirds of the educated leaders are 
now frank skeptics. It is one thing to 
reject religion altogether and quite an- 
other thing to try to save it by pumping 
out of it all its essential substances, leav- 
ing it in the position of a sort of science, 
comparable to graphology, education, or 
osteopathy. That seems to be what the 
modernists have done. They have tried 
to get rid of all the logical difficulties of 
religion and yet preserve a general, pious 
cast of mind, It is a vain attempt. What 
they have left, once they have achieved 
their imprudent scavenging, is hardly 
more than a row of hollow platitudes, 
merely an empty profession without any 
spirit to guide and to help. Congregations 
who accept such a theory and practice 
such things will certainly be left exposed 
to the onslaught of the devil with all of 
his raging fury. 

Education is good but it will not save 


us. Religion and education go hand in 
hand and you can be more effective if 
you are trained, BUT when your educa- 
tion and training modernizes you until 
you accept and practice sin, folly and 
pleasure denounced by the Word of God, 
you certainly are unholy and God will 
frown upon you. 
THE HOUSE OF FOOLS MUST FALL 
Rev. 18:4. “Come out of her, my peo- 
ple, that ye be not partakers of her sins.” 
Our text is taken from a passage of 
scripture that has its origin and setting 
in the last half of the tribulation week. 
Babylon has been rebuilt and the woman 
on the scarlet colored beast has given the 
man of sin her aid and now the frowns 
of God are upon her and she must fall. 
There is always an outpouring of evil and 
forerunners of false doctrine who sow 
seed of discord and unbelief before things 
can really come to pass. We see today the 
false teaching and the thousands of peo- 
ple who make a profession without pos- 
sessing the love and truths of God and 
these are only forerunners of this fallen 
woman who will come to her end in the 
tribulation week. The words of our text 
will doubtless see some fulfillment for 
the apostasy sweeping over the ministers 
of this United States and other lands. All 
Christians must accept the doctrine of 
atonement of our Lord Jesus Christ and 
become new creatures in Christ Jesus 
by the new birth or they cannot be 
Christians. Thousands today are making 
bold to say there is no regeneration work 
going on in the human soul today. They 
are denying the old gospel that was the 
power of God unto salvation unto all 
who would believe. They are attempting 
to accept the sermon on the mount, 
saying, “It is good for society and those 
who practice it will be made better.” 
But we want to say emphatically that 
no man can put into practice the sermon 
on the mount without first becoming 


the child of God by the new birth. 


THE FULFILLER OF THE LAW 
Here Jesus declares Himself the fulfil- 
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ler of the law and the prophets, Matt. 5: 
17; Isa. 53, Jesus here sets Himself up as 
the lawgiver of mankind and comes as a 
Redeemer of the world to fulfill all the 
law and offer to the world a real heart- 
felt salvation that will save men from 
their sins; Matt. 5:2-11; 5:27, 28, 31-34, 
38, 39, 43, 44. Jesus is the only One 
who has the right to teach all men how 
to pray. He claims absolute authority 
over all who will come unto Him by 
faith and accept Him as their Savior. He 
sets Himself up as the Judge of all the 
world. He asserts the supremacy of 
His Word above all others, Matt. 6:9; 
Matt. 7:21, 22. 
I NEVER KNEW YOU 

Matt. 7:24-27. Jesus here makes plain 
that there will be some who will not ac- 
cept the truth and whose hopes are built 
on a sandy foundation. In all probability 
the house looks good and the timber 
seems to be sound but the trouble 
is in the foundation. The modernist who 
accepts the sermon on the mount has 
bitten off more than he figures. Nothing 
can warrant such claims as made here by 
Jesus Christ but His absolute deity. The 
sermon on the mount asserts the heart of 
God’s purpose in His Son coming into 


the world. From first to last He is pre- . 


sented as the Lamb of God who taketh 
away the sins of the world. And those 
who accept Christ and His doctrine and 


teaching and whose hearts have been 
changed and whose lives have been 
cleansed and whose hearts have been 


filled with the Holy Ghost find their 
comfort and strength in Jesus Christ. 
Matt. 7:24, Therefore whosoever heareth 
these things of mine and doeth them I 
will liken him unto a wise man which 
built his house upon a rock. These say- 
ings are set before us. That perfect stand- 
ard of conduct by which all men are re- 
quired to follow, preach and teach. They 
can attain this only through the blessings 
offered by Jesus Christ through His 
Son on the cross. No man will ever be 
able to fully put into practice the say- 
ings of Christ without accepting the 
works of grace in the heart. Christ and 
Him crucified is the foundation of all. 
No man will ever have power to obey His 
“principles” who tries to separate them 
from His person and mediatory work. 


OVERSPREADING OF UNBELIEF 

Of all the false doctrine that is wreck- 
ing and damning the Christian faith, in 
my judgment, is modernism. Commun- 
ism, which, of course, is rank infidelity, 
is a flat denial of the authenticity of the 
Word of God. In other words, they deny 
there is any God. Modernism accepts the 
theory of a moral life, good society, leav- 
ing God out, which is absolutely impos- 
sible and it is the greatest deception that 
can be practiced.

Our Fundamental Principles 

“If the foundations be destroyed, what 
can the righteous do?” Psa. 11:3. 

“But the word of the Lord endureth 
forever. And this is the word which by 
the gospel is preached unto you,” 1 Pet. 
is23.. 

In certain circles much is said of fun- 
damentalism and modernism. There are 
certain teachings and principles that form 
a basis for all of God’s operations among 
men, True fundamentalists stick closely 
to these teachings and principles, know- 
ing that religious profession founded on 
anything else is of no certain value. 

THE BIBLE GOD’S WORD 

We accept the Bible as God’s inspired 
Word, coming directly from Him. It 
sets forth His plan for the redemption of 
fallen man, giving the only principles 
upon which He works, and setting forth 
all that He requires of men. It is in it- 
self a miracle of completeness, in that it 
covers minutely all the essentials, even 
to details, of the great redemption plan. 
The Bible rightly divided gives the true 
fundamentals for Christian life and liv- 
ing. 

I. The Bible reveals God, the eternal 
One, the Creator and Preserver of all 
things. He is set forth as a Trinity— 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. Creation 
is attributed to each, as also a part in the 
great redemption program. No such a 
picture of deity was ever conceived by 
man, it is entirely beyond His concep- 
tion. Such is our great God, the God of 
the Bible. 

II. The Bible sets forth the story of 
the creation, the only coherent descrip- 
tion of that great event ever given. 

III. The Bible gives an account of the 
fall of man, the only explanation of how 
evil came to be here. The effect and cor- 
sequences of sin, also God’s attitude to :t 
are told. We thus have a reason given 
for institution of the great redemption 
scheme, without which there would be 
a missing link in the account of things. 

Satan’s part in the fall is stated, also 
the nature and extent of his activities on 
earth, and his final doom. 

IV. The Bible sets forth the coming to 
earth of the Redeemer. The Bible might 
be aptly termed the “Book of Redemp- 
tion.” 

1. Christ and His redemption work set 
forth in Old Testament types and shad- 
ows. 

2. He is set forth by all the prophets. 

3. His miraculous conception and vir- 





gin birth foretold by the prophets and 
fulfilled to the letter. 

4. His earthly life fulfilled the prophe- 
cies concerning His coming and earthly 
ministry. 

§. In His arrest, trial, suffering, vica- 
rious death and resurrection He fulfilled 
the scriptures and became the sacrifice 
for the sins of the whole world—He thus 
brought salvation in reach of all men. 

6. Declaring Himself “the way, the 
truth, and the life,” and ‘“‘the resurrec- 
tion;” faith in Him—which includes the 
acceptance of gospel terms—is set forth 
as the means of obtaining everlasting life. 

7. He has ascended “into heaven, and 
is on the right hand of God; angels and 
authorities and powers being made sub- 
ject unto him” (1 Peter 3:22). In the 
end He shall return to earth. There shall 
be a resurrection, both of the just and 
unjust. All shall be judged, The right- 
eous go away into eternal life, and the 
wicked “into eternal punishment.” Sin 
with all its curse will be no more. There 
will be a new earth and new heavens, 
wherein dwelleth righteousness. The eter- 
nal ages will roll on. 

Whatever may be the extent of the 
salvation provided by the Lord for man, 
that which delivers from the bitter bond- 
age of sin, bestows the beautiful spirit of 
holiness, and gives a victorious lite in the 
power of the Spirit while here on earth 
and giving preparation for the future; it 
is certain that it is based on these great 
truths of revelation. Thank God, the 
Word of the Lord abideth—these great 
fundamentals, the gospel—still stands, 
offering pardon, eternal life to all—who- 
soever will, ler him come. Amen.

Young People’s Corner 
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The Vision and Call of Isaiah 

““Also I heard the voice of the Lord, 
saying, Whom shall I send, and who wil] 
go for us? Then said I, Here am I; send 
me.” Isa. 6:8. Read verses 1 to 8. 

King Uzziah had just died, after a 
prosperous reign of more than fifty years. 
The masses of the people were prosperous 
living in luxury and ease, with worldli- 
ness and sin abounding. Hence the need 
for a vigorous prophet, with definite 
message that the people might be brought 
to repentance. At such a time ane in such 
a situation was Isaiah called in Jerusa- 


lem. 
1. Notice first Isaiah’s vision of God 
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(vv. 1-4). Such a vision could not fail 
to bring this young man to his senses. It 
is only in the light of heaven that men 
can see themselves and their need. 

2. Isaiah said, ““Woe is me! for I am 
undone, etc.” (v. 5). Real confession al- 
ways gets results. ‘““Then flew one of the 
seraphims unto me, having a live coal in 
his hand, which he had taken with the 
tongs from off the altar: and he laid it 
upon my mouth, and said, Lo, this hath 
touched thy lips; and thine iniquity is 
taken away, and thy sin purged” (vv. 
§-7). Following such a vision, and such a 
transformation in this young man’s life, 
we are prepared to read what follows. 

3. “Also I heard the voice of the 
Lord, saying, Whom shall I send, and 
who will go for us?” (v 8.) God had a 
purpose or plan for Isaiah’s life, and so 
he has for every one today. 

4. Isaiah’s answer: ““Then said I, Here 
am I; send me” (v. 8). This answer was 
pleasing to God, and He is pleased today 
to have every one answer the call to sal- 
vation and Christian service. The readi- 
ness with which Isaiah answered this call 
in his youth resulted in his becoming one 
of the greatest of the prophets.

We 
have a big, new tent and want all to pray 
earnestly for this tent revival that God 
will move upon the hearts of people in 
this great city. This is a wicked, cor- 
rupt city, steeped in sin, vice, and gamb- 
ling, with open saloons. Liquor is sold 
here in every drug store, restaurant and 
most all of the grocery stores. New Or- 
leans is mostly made up of Catholic peo- 
ple. They have honest hearts. We want 
to try to get the Bible truth to them. 

Our pastor is not a well man, he suf- 
fers with his heart, also a nervous trou- 
ble. Please pray till you reach the throne 
of God for his complete healing. Many 
times he isn’t able to preach to us, we 
can’t give him up, so please pray earnestly 
for his healing so he will be strong and 
able to work in the tent revival that he’s 
starting real soon. And pray for the re- 
vival, this is a hard place. People here 
don’t seem to want the Word of God 
but if you all pray with us we know 
there’s nothing too hard for God. We 
want to work while it is still day, for 
soon Jesus is coming back to earth.—

are ungodiy, whose minds are destitute 
of the truth, supposing that gain is god- 
liness. In 1 Cor. 5:4-7 Paul is telling them 
to put away from them the person who 
has transgressed the law of purity that 
the Church might be purged from the 
old leaven. In Jude 3, 4 Paul is speak- 
ing of some who had crept in or had 
been received without knowing _ their 
spiritual condition. Ic seems that by their 
sinful lives they had been ordained under 
condemnation and turned the grace of 
God into lasciviousness. 


THE SEVEN CHURCH STAGES 
Ephesus 

Rey. 2:1-7. The first of these church 
stages is Ephesus. They left their first 
love, which is very displeasing to God. 
Jesus gave the description of these 
churches to John on the Isle of Patmos 
and he gave the general state of these 
churches at the writing. There were 
more churches in Asia Minor than seven. 
Jesus takes these seven churches to ex- 
plain the conditions that would exist and 
the doctrines that would be taught from 
the crucifixion until the rapture. We will 
explain the different stages and the doc- 
trines as we proceed. 

In Matt. 13 we have seven parables 
and I don’t know of any scripture in the 
Bible that is so grossly misunderstood. 
The scripture plainly tells us that the 
field here mentioned is the world. While 
the first parable, Matt. 13:1-23, applies 
to the enemy sowing the seed in the 
hearts of those who receive the Word, 
and they at once forget the blessings and 
turn to the world. At the same time this 
has a more direct application to false 
doctrine in the Church. Ephesus had left 
her first love. 


Smyrna 

Rev. 2:8-11, In this stage persecution 
began by Judaizing teachers who wanted 
them to return to the works of the law. 
The parable in Matt. 13:24-30 reveals 
the fact that the grace age is an agri- 
cultural age and is for the purpose of 
getting the wheat, the true church, from 
among the tares, false organizations. Jesus 
explains this to His disciples, V. 36-43. 


Pergamos 


Rev. 2:12-17. This is a licentious stage 
when the Church and state united under 
Constantine and the doctrine of Balaam 
was introduced into the Church. Here 
we find the enemy sowing tares in the 
field. 

Thyatira 


Rev. 2:18-29. This is called a lax 


church stage, churches charged with pro- 
moting the doctrine 
Church introduced its many 


of Jezebel. The 


heathen 
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practices and caused many of the true 
saints to be put to death because they 
would not agree to such false teachings. 


Sardis 

Rev. 3:1-6. Here the Church has a 
form of godliness but it denies rhe power, 
it had a name but was dead. At the end 
of this church stage reformation began 
with Luther, Knox, Savonarola and the 
Wesleys. The people were not allowed to 
have Bibles but the priests would read 
the Word to them and many apostate 
doctrines were taught in this stage. At 
the close of this stage we have the com- 
ing back of the true doctrine of the 
Church of God. It is said that Martin 
Luther prayed until he rose from his 
knees preaching, “Therefore being justi- 
fied by faith we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


Philadelphia 

Rey. 3:7-13. This is called a favored 
church. During this stage came the re- 
turn of the Pentecostal blessing that was 
given to the early Church, Acts 2: 2, 4. 
This is called the stage of brotherly love 
and in reading my previous article on the 
Time of the Rapture, you will see that 
{ made it plain that the rapture wouid 
take place near the end of the Philadel- 
phia stage. 

Laodicea 

Rev. 3:14-22. This is called the luke- 
warm stage and it is believed by many 
theologians that it represents the over- 
running of false doctrines and denying 
the power, and that this church repre- 
sents the second crowd of witnesses dur- 
ing the tribulation period. We don’t find 
the Church mentioned in the Bible on 
earth any more after the third chapter of 
Revelation. 


THE SEVEN PARABLES 


Matt. 13. The seven parables in Matt. 
13 correspond to the false doctrines and 
the working of the enemy during the 
seven church stages. There is no differ- 
ence in the soil, the soil is equally good 
all the way through. The trouble is the 
lack of cultivation, The enemy sowed 
the tares in the wheat and Jesus told 
them to let them grow together. This 
doesn’t mean to keep sinners in the 
Church, but this has a broader meaning. 
It refers to organized churches that teach 
false doctrines and deny the power of 
God. He says the angels of God will sep- 
arate them at the end or at the coming 
of Jesus. We haven’t space to explain all 
these parables, bur in the main they refer 
to organizations and false doctrines and 
also the true Church with its principles 
and teachings that correspond to the 
Word of God and those who are led by 
His Spirit. 

Jesus is to have a true Church and one 
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that is perfected by the teachings of the 
prophets and pastors, Eph. 4. We believe 
there will be a remnant left in the world 
who professes righteousness who will not 
be ready to go when Jesus comes. There 
are three crowds that will witness dur- 
ing the tribulation week for righteousness 
and true holiness. The first crowd is the 
five foolish virgins who came back and 
knocked after they had received the oil. 
The next crowd is the Laodicean church 
that hid herself in the wilderness, which 
means the people, and when the Anti- 
christ comes to place his mark on the 
people with the aid of the false prophet, 
Rev. 13:11-18, they will take their stand 
for truth and give their lives for the 
gospel. The next crowd is the 144,000 
found in Revelation 7:4-8 and these are 
all Jews. Everyone that professes the 
name of God will be killed in the last 
three and one-half years of the tribula- 
tion period, with the exception of the 
144,000 sealed and kept by God. 

The standard for this church stage is 
holiness. “Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection, on such the 
second death hath no power, but they 
shall be priests of God and of Christ, and 
shall reign with him a thousand years,” 
Rev. 20:6.

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LETTER FROM INDIA 


Chengannur P. O., Travancore, 
South India, March 11, 1937. 
Beloved Co-laborers: 


“And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh.” 


Praise God for more answers to prayer 
and for a continuous revival. On Feb. 
28th, fourteen more followed the Lord 
in baptism at Anyalathanum out-station. 
We are much encouraged by a letter re- 
ceived from K. C. Aleya, one of ou 
Bible School students. We have written 
before about how she and Mary came to 
Bible School at Mt. Zion. Both have the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit and are being 
used in women’s meetings and in Sunday 
Schoo! work. Mary Sebastian is another 
Bible School student, one who was saved 
and thus kept from going to a Roman 
Catholic nunnery but came to us instead 
about a year ago. Her younger sister has 
been called of God to His service and 
wants to enter Bible School this year. The 
Lord has been talking to her through 
visions. She has recently received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit. I write about 
these as they are mentioned in the letter 
from Aleya recently, from which we 
quote: 


Puthupally, Feb. 26, 1937. 

“God has given us three children from 

a Jacobite family, Wonderfully! Mirac- 
ulously! Hallelujah! Hallelujah! Our joy 
is indescribable. I want to tell you how 
God used three children, ages seven, 
twelve, and fourteen. When we first 
went from here to the Bible School at 
Mt. Zion, the oldest of these children, 
Thankamma, wanted to go with us. This 
desire became stronger, and although she 
got a good beating for wanting to go 
with us, her faith did not become weak- 
ened. These people are neighbors of Mary 
Sebastian and they used to hold prayer 
meetings in the latter’s house. When they 
were praying like this they lately decided 
to fast and pray for a time. They invited 
both of us also and went with great 
joy. Not only Mary and I, but Mary’s 
sister, Mary Sebastian’s mother and her 
sister Grace, gathered together with these 
three children for prayer. The first day 
there was great power like rushing wind. 
Words cannot be found to describe what 
happened the second day. After prayer, 
they do not live in the world, but they 
dance and sing in the power of the Holy 
Ghost. They are amongst wolves in the 
form of Jacobites and heathen

“The children could not be made to go 
to sleep but they and Grace, in the Spirit, 
danced, sang, spoke in other tongues and 
acted out the passion of Jesus, This con- 
tinued for over three hours. Oh what 
clear speech! What joy was manifested 
at these times! They spoke to their par- 
ents in tongues. On-lookers were awe- 
stricken. The parents were frightened. 
Some people told the father that it was 
the power of the devil and advised him 
to have the children examined by a doc- 
tor. Others said that it would be advis- 
able to call a witchcraft doctor. But in 
spite of all this the children were not 
discouraged and got more than before. 
The father got very angry and forbade 
them to gather in Mary Sebastian’s house 
any more. 


“At this, they said they would pray 
just as well in their own house and yes- 
terday they did so When the 
people heard the great noise, they gath- 
ered in the yard of this house, in mock- 
ery making noises like jackals and calling 
upon the name of the Lord. When the 
father heard all this, his anger knew no 
bounds, so he took a rattan cane and 
would have beaten Thankamma if her 
mother had not intervened. We tried to 


make the children lie down but they 
wouldn’t, and danced around just like 
young deer, singing songs... . The 


teacher of the children who was a spec- 
tator, had spoken much against them at 
first, but he found that they were speak- 
ing in good Telegu (an Indian dialect) 
and he could understand what they were 
saying. He called them to him and they 
spoke to him in tongues, drew signs of 
the cross and pointed out the wounds in 
Jesus’ side. The spectators were amazed. 
Thankamma came out and told her ex- 
perience in a wonderful way. Because of 
all this, the people began to get burdened 
in their hearts and went away saying that 
nothing should be done to hinder these 
children from praying. 


“We have never in our lives experi- 
enced such a wonderful time. The meet- 
ings are to go on for another ten days 
when we want to pray for the parents 
and the on-lookers. Please pray unitedly 
for this place that the Lord will speak 
to these people and also that He will 
strengthen the faith of these children in 
Him.
